Caxadias Askexatiox. In discussing
the qtSestion of Canadian confedera
tion, the St. Johns (New Brunswick)
Journal says:

But it may not follow that because
we are cast adrift we shall necessarily
remain an independent nation. After
receiving "notice to quit," we must
then look around for the best alliances
possible for our own: interests. Great
Britain may not desire our annexation
to the United States, yet if annexation
be the best Arrangement we can make,
why annexation must follow. Ab
sorbed in the great American Republic,
we may be participants of her wonder
ful progress in peaceful times, and gain-
ers by the development of national re
sources which 1 ankee enterprise js cer
tain to turn to account rf It cannot be
denied, that we are almost as republi-
can and views as the .Yan
kees themselves.

Perhaps British statesmen will con
descend to think of these matters bet--

fore they give tbe colonies the cold
shoulder and send them on the road
to annexation. To talk, of our main
taining oui independence' alongside
the' republic is sheer nonsense. Re
publican armies or republican ideas
will surely overrun us, and in tne end
we shall either be conquered by force.,
or persuaded to demand admittance
into therUnion t Old traditions and old
sentimentoof loyal tys will be scattered

the! itfis, and we shall drive the
very best bargain we can io benefit
ourselves. t

The St John GTobe adds j.he follow
ing significant paragraph :

-- We 'undoubtedly incline'to the be
lief that the ultimate destiny of 'all
British America is to be absorbed into
the Unite States, or, if, you" like it bet-
ter, that it is the destiny of the United
States to be absorbed by British Amer-
ica. Commercially, thia is the greatest
blessing we can nope to obtain ; but
just npw, for political and social rea
sons, Durlpeople are unfriendly to it

. The United Provinces will be
an independent nation in two yeais af
ter contederation takes place, and tne
only reason why we have not given
confederation, a warm ana. hearty sop
pors ls-io- we lear ihe people or uus
province (Mew Brunswick) are unpre
pared for and unwilling it the present
time to enter upon independence. It
may be that two great republics, whose
TOOulatioa are of Vhe 'same race, can
exfet side by side upon this continent ;

we have no fear that war would ever
amalgamate them, or that the army of
one would conquer the territory of the
other; but years of plentiful prosperi
ty would, we believe, unite them It
would require more statesmanship than
either of them now ' possess to keep
them apart. . .

TOBACCO, AJD TOBACCO S1I0XI5C.

CTsealstrjor the Weed-Ere- ets cf Smo.
lias Cljora, ripca tad liemtlituii.

One of the most in teres ting and novel
of all the speculations on the aie cf
tobacco was submitted to the Erit:ih
Association for the Advancement of
Science as iU late session, and the in-

formation afforded will bo well received
by that large class of persons who in-

dulge ia the use of the weed. Dr.
Richardson' first contrived an auLama.- -

,'toa smoker, into whese mouth pipes
cigars and meerschaums were placed,
and the smoke from them being caught
and collected, enabled him to deter-
mine the product of tha combustion.
These he determined as, 1, water;. 2,
free carbon; 3, ammonia; 4, carbonic
acid; 5, nicotine; 6, an empyreumatic
substance of a resinous bitter extract.
He says:

"The water is in the form of vanor .

the carbon, in minute particles sus
pended in the water vapor, and giving
the eddies of smoke their blue color,
the ammonia is in the form of eas com
bined with carbonic acid; and the car-
bonic acid is partly free and partly in
combination with ammonia. The nic-
otine, he says, being a con volatile
body, remains in the pipe; the empy- -
reu rustic substance is a volatile body
of an ammonia! nature, of the compose
Uon 01 wnicn the Doctor confesses him
self unacquainted, but which we hav.
ventured to consider as rein. Wha-:-
ever it is, it is mat wmcn gives the
smoke of tobacco its peculiar odor, and
determines tbe flavor of a cigar, it ad-

heres powerfully to woollen material,
and when concentrated ha a most ob
noxious and intolerable smell. The
bitter substance is resinous and of dirk
color, probably having an alkaloid as
its base. It is not volatile, and onlv
caves the pipe or cigar by being c r--

ried along in a fluid form.
1 he varieties of tobacco are innumer

able. Simple tobacco that has not un-
dergone fermentation yielJs very littlo
free carbon, much ammonia, carbonic
acid, little water, a small quautity of
the empyreuma and an equally amall
quantity of bitter extract. The Lata-ki- a

yield the same product uniformly,
the Turkish generally more ammonia,
lavana all these products. CavendiaL.

varies considerably in its constituent.,
pigtail yields all very abundantly; tho
little Swiaa cigars yield enormous quan-
tities of ammonia, and so dry tho
mouth; Manilas give very little. Tiu
Connecticut tobacco is coinpat ativcly
mild in taste, from the abaenco of tho
bitter extract

KFFLCTS OF SXJKI.VO.

The water vapor of smoke is cot in-

junous, but the carbon in it s tUei on
the mucous membrane and irritates th
throat The narcotic elTect cf tohaco
smoke, if received into the lunrs rrv
sides in the carboidc acid; the num.
riia causes dryness, a biting of the mu-
cous membrane of the throat, and au
increased flow of saliva experiences
familiar to smokers. Absorbed into the
blood, says Dr. Richardson, it render.
the fluid too thin, causing an angularity
of the blood corpuscles, suppression cf
the biliary secretion and yellowness of
skin, quickening and then reducing tho
action of thehenrt In young smokers
it produces nausea. It is doubtful
whether all these effects are to b
traced to the carbonio acid If ho,
most of our mineral waters, so freeh
drank, are dreadful potions, inste ad of
being remedial agent as they are gn
erally esteemed.

The empyreumatic suostano seem 4

to have little efiect except in giving
thepeculivr taste to tobacco smoku,
and after awhile of making the breath
of smokers unbearable. "Nicotine is
rarely ever imbibed by the cleanly
smoker," says Dr. Richardson.' It af-

fects only those who smokrf cigars by
holding them in the mouth, or dirty
pipes saturated with oily matter.

V hen absorbed, its effects are injurious,
such as palpitation of the heart, tre-
mor and unsteadiness of the iuuscl,
and great prostration. It will not, of
itself, .produce vomiting; it u the
bitter extract which is the caus of tbi,
imperceptibly swallowed and taken
into the stomach.

HOW TO SAfOKS.

The method of smokiug mikes all
the difference in the world. Tho who
use tbe clean, long . pipes of clay
did our old Knickerbockers fel only
the etlect of the gaseous bodies and the
free carbon. Wooden pipes and pipes
with glass stems' are injurious. Cig.tra
should never be smoked to the end:
otherwise they are more injurious than
alL Dr. Richardson says tbev should
be cast aaide as soon as one-hal- f

smoked, and always smoked from a po-

rous or absorbent tube. Pip? ammu h
leu hurtful than cigars. 'Ihe beat pipe
is a long clay pipe; next to this, the
meerschaum is the moat wh'leom.
Dr. Dichardson says the perfection of a
pipe will be found in a meerschaum
bowl, an amber mouthpiece and a clay
stem. AH attempts at pipes to con- -

enae the oil have thus far fii'.e 1.
Every smoker should be careful of th
manner in which he smokes. A short
foul pipe is very unhealthfuL ,

The fashion of meerschaum has large
ly prevailed in this country of ' late
years. The material ia imported in
dIocks, and manufactured here into va
rious forms, some very handsome and
ergtly. The price ranzes as hih as
thirty-fiv- e dollars. The proprietor nf
a good meerschaum think a luuvk cf
it almost as of himself. If it is wli
colored, which is the result of absorb
ng tha oil of the tobacco, it not only

becomes beautiful in his eyes, but Uj

smoke is said to be sweeter ja hi ia.:e
The Ci-a- r dealers assert that, not

withstanding the heavy tax on ukcco
manufacture., the drrniod has ia no
way fallsa off, but the ontrary.
